* prize fight Saturday and a few in the story following, of how 
the victory of Dempsey was received abroad, may or may not 
have any significance with reference to the specious appeals 
that are constantly being made abroad for American friend- 
ship and support. 


"There were hundreds of Englishmen and Frenchmen at 


the ringside. The sport writers, so marked were the preju- 
dices of these gentlemen, felt justified in featuring the fact 
that "every Frenchman and Englishman was wildly shouting 
for Carpentier." George Bernard Shaw, the English writer, 
more often grotesquely absurd than informative or just in 
his writings, had a few days previous issued a phillipic 
against the American champion and accused every American 
writer of being'corrupt and unfair. 


"On the day following the fight foreign dispatches stated 


that news of the American victory 'astounded France and 
shocked.England.' We submit that it is significant that Eng- 
land should have made the event almost a state affair and 
without exception assailed the American contender viciously 
and frenziedly; that the news of his clean-cut victory shocked 
the nation. 


"France, of course, since one of her own sons was in the 


ring, was amply justified in her attitude towards the event. 
France had a perfect right to bo shocked. But did England? 
Since the consensus of all sport authorities and writers thru- 
cut the world was that Carpentier was tremendously out- 
classed; that but one result could be expected—the early and 
overwhelming defeat of the French challenger—what can 
explain the English attitude but prejudice against America in 
this as in all things in the history of the two nations unless 
it was clearly to the advantage of England to dissemble? 


"That is the significance we see in the incident." 
With the same reasoning the American Legion could be 


classed as prejudiced against America and about nine-tenths 
of other American citizens. The English have never been 
prejudiced against America, are not now, and likely never 
will be.

The "Parenthood 
of the State" 


includes Us duty to see that the 
child is wqll 
born. 
By strictest 


kind of marriage laws, the state 
must forbid, as far as possible, the 
bringing of children Into the world 
unfess they come from healthy par- 
ents. The child must no longer be 
the victim of conditions over which 
it has no control but for which 
soclejty and the state itself Is to 
blame. 
When the state IB Imper- 


illed, it calls the child of eighteen 
to defend it with its life. When the 
child Is imperilled, it has a right to 
call on its ovejr-parent, the state, 
to protect it with its wealth. 


"The time will come when it -will 


be regarded as a 
crime 
against 


childhood It the state permits that 
child to suffer from under-nourlsh- 
ment due althei- to poverty or Ig- 
norance. 
Since it is tRe accepted 


duty of the state to educate the 
child, it is far more its duty to 
feed the child.
